Paris, France, May 19.—Ignoring 
Great Britain in the Upper Silesian 
controversy, the French government 
today sent a note to Berlin, protest­ 
ing against the entrance of unorgan­ 
ized German bands .into Upper Siles 
ia. The note intimated that Germany 
should close her frontier. 


Briand Re-iterates His Stand. 


Premier Briand, of France, today 
re-iterated his statement 
of 
last 
Saturday, flinging down the gauntlet 
to Great Britain. He declared, after 
reading 
Prime 
Minister 
Lloyd 
George's 
warning 
of 
yesterday, 
"there is nothing in the Versailles 
treaty saying Germany should get 
the rich mining district of 
Upper 
Silesia while Poland gets the re­ 
mainder." 


He made this statement prior tt> 
entering the Palais-Bourbon to makef-' 
n defense of his foreign policy. Whilr 
Premier Briand shows he realizes 
' loyd George's statement was level- 


• at France, he smiled when asked 
for comments. 
"It is only a little 
flurry 
of bad humor," the Premier 
stated with a smile, "and will pas? 
r.oon. There is no harm in it. While 
I don't care to enter into a contro­ 
versy with Lloyd George, I do stand 
cn what I said Saturday. 
France 
cannot remain neutral if Germany is 
permitted to invade Upper Silesia."
